Litr:'. This sovement consists cf 51 clubs ecattered throughout the 
US with an estimated five thousand adhere::ts. 


3. Marquez Sterling wanted to talk to the Agency because of the x 
following circuustances: : ; :

Humberto Quinones, vho is. Secretary General of the Cuben’ F 
Patriotic Movement in Miami, had recently received, 
telephone call from one Francisco Algbau Trellis, identified 
vy Marquez Sterling as « former nember of the Supreme Court 
in Cube and now very close to, if not an actual recipient { 
of support fron, the Agency. Alabeu suggested to quiliones 
that the Agency might ve 11 be interested in the Free d 
Cubs Patriotic Moyement’if it were meade conscious of, its 
size and influence within the exile community. Quiftones 
brought this to Marques Sterling's ettention and also mate 
an effort to canmmicate with someone in the Agency thtough ‘ 
one Miguel Cw pa; an official df the Pan American Union. . al 
At the same time, uez Sterling received a phone cali 
from Manuel Artime sougiit his support and backing for a 
leadership in « military capacity, suggesting possibly that | : 
Marquez Sterling might be interested in the civilian leater- i 
ship of a unified exile movement. 


4. Against this background Marquez Sterling believes he should 


speak with comeone in the Agency sufficiently highly placed to make 
@ commitment if the progran he plans to*lay out is of interest. 
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5. Briefly, this is what he has: 


a. 61 clubs (in almost every state) of which he is the 
national head. 


b. an underground in Cuba (but he refuses to estimate its | 
strength. ) . 


e. communications channels to and from Cuba, mostly via 
Mexico, and also, in emergency, thru the Uruguayan 
diplomatic pouch to his sister who is still in Cuba. 


6. Mail is received and sent, on the Cuban end, by 


Pedro seceniee vhs covers Havana and its nearby provinces, 
Gonzalez is aaii to be a person with good credentials in the 
Castro regime and a specialist in food production. In Cuba 
he is regarded as a staunch supporter of the government.

5. We assured Marquez Sterling that we would faichfully report his 
cause +o Washington and gave him a iine of coumunicetion to us. He 
seered highly pleased with the interview. 
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
